> Grid emission is also known as negative gid current. ........ 


Conventions are for politicians and and their minions so I avoid attending 
them. I also avoid them because they get in the way of understanding the 
physics of electronics. The positive current carrier convention is 
convenient for not requiring negative numbers to dominate circuit 
calculations. Remember the upside-down germanium transistor circuits? 
Think magnitude and just worry about the direction of current flow to get 
the sign right on the numbers. 


When a control grid becomes coated with cathode material it becomes a 
secondary cathode. Electrons being emitted from the control grid are in 
opposition to electrons attracted to the grid when the grid is positive 
with respect to the cathode. Grid bias voltage (negative with respect to 
the cathode) in amplifier circuits that employ high value grid return 
resistors is cancelled by the grid emitting electrons in opposition to 
collecting them. The cancellation occurs as the emission current flowing 
in the grid resistance produces a positve voltage in opposition to the 
negative voltage supplied by the normal bias supply arragement. A zero ohm 
resistor has no voltage drop so cancellation does not occur unless the bias 


supply is a high resistance source and cancellation occurs there. Grid 
emmission is troublsome for AVC controlled amplifiers because the AVC 
voltage is developed in high impedance detector circuits (unless the AVC 
line impedance is lowered by a buffer amplifier). And as John says, in 
extreme cases a tube can be destroyed by thermal runaway, common in audio 
amps that are run at high power until the smoke escapes.

Surprise! Russel Williams (KC5KBG) in his QST article enlightens our 
ignorance. If the battery-powered receiver is connected to line-operated 
equipment - such as a by a patch-cord to a recorder, etc, the RF return can 
go through its power supply to the line. Also, if the battery-powered 
receiver is merely near line-operated equipment, RF currents may pass 
through rectifiers in other equipment. Also, a power transformers stray 
magnetic field can couple directly into the audio channel of a nearby 
receiver, and it can also modulate the inductance of magnetic cores in the 
RF and IF transformers thus inducing hum on signals passing through. Lots 
of food for thought here!

I remember that hum on-station, back in the '5 tube all-star' radio 
days, was usually caused by an open bypass 'condenser' from the hot side 
of the line to the chassis. Point oh ones, I think. This often appeared 
after the 20/20/150V filter cap was replaced, the big power supply hum 
masking the on-station hum. 


Realizing that those radios used the AC for the filament string, it may 
well have caused unwanted coupling between stages, and bypassing the hot 
line may really have cancelled, or lessened the interstage coupling that 
caused the hum.

Have always decried the substitution high GM tubes for 
those of lower GM because "if it is higher , it has to be better " Gm 
sydrome that developed in the amateur circles when those high GM tubes came 
to be. Furthermore at frequencies above about 15 mhz the input impedance of 
any RF amplifier is no longer infinite and starts to have a real component 
due to transit time effects. This is a direct function of Gm as well as grid 
to cathode and grid to screen spacing. High Gm tubes have higher loading but 
this is probably of not too great importance in the first stage of HF revrs.

One sure-fire way to determine if there is a problem with signal processing 
circuits in a receiver under strong signal conditions is to use a signal 
generator. The signal generator signal is not contaminated by 
path-to-the-antenna-terminal problems. If the receiver hums when you crank 


the signal generator output up, the problem is in the signal processing 
chain. If not, the problem is external to the signal processing chain 
although the problem may be associated with the receiver's power supply 
circuits. RF is where RF goes.

Hey folks, 


I've completed the electrical and cosmetic rejuvination of a little Halli 
S-107 receiver. (Final steps complete when I receive my hammartone paint 
from AES to re-do the cabinet, that ought to be an interesting procedure! 
Any tips welcome. ) 


Neat little set. Quite sensitive, even on six meters, for a set without a 
RF amp stage. Interesting to see the 6BA6 used in both IFs as well as the 
hf mixer. Having an internal BFO slug adjustment instead of a front panel 
one is sort of a pain, but at least it has a separate BFO and not one of 
those regenerative IF setups! Using a separate 6C4 hf osc seems to avoid 
most of the pulling present in non-rf stage sets. 


I've noticed a couple things. First, the front end and osc coils have no 
slugs on any of the five bands . Only parallel trimmers as usually used to 
set the high end of the bands. I first imagined a tracking nightmare if any 
of the 1964ish fixed caps had drifted, but lo and behold, things aligned up 
pretty nicely. Was this procedure common for mid 60'ish Halli SWL band 
cruisers? Maybe just good production line tolerances with coil values and 
lead dress? The L/C ratios are nicely chosen, and the S-38/40 style 
Single-blade bandspread tuning actually spreads 80 and 40 meters out very 
nicely. The gear drive added to the main tuning string-drum setup also 
makes it a nice SWL setup, without the backlash of the S-120 and similar 
sets. 


Secondly, when attempting to align the IF at 455 khz, all three lower slugs 
in the IF cans bottomed out. The original IF peak was somewhere around 470 
or so. I set the IF at 460 just to not have any slugs at their travel 
limits. What is the specified IF frequency of this set? 


Finally (as this set may end up as the kitchen radio), is there a reasonable 
sounding replacement 5x7 oval speaker available anywhere? My local RS 

didn't have any, nor are they in stock at AES. This set really sounded nice 
on an external speaker, but when I put everything back in the cabinet, aack!

Per Hue Miller's suggestion I reversed B+ and plate connections to 
the bifilar-wound RF interstage xfrmr for the offending band. 


Gain reduced, but IT WORKS W/O OSCILLATION! 


Design specifies a 6SA7GT & that's right at home. But with metal 6SA7, 
off she goes into the oscillatory wild blue. 


And yes, pin 1 is grounded. 


So it seems the little amount of 6SG7 input from the tun. cap. 1st section 
& 180-out nearby 6SA7GT unshielded input neutralizes the RFA 


What a subtle design. 
And this thing's suffered with a mis-connected coil for 47 years. 
Damn 


Back to WRNO on 15.4... on the Hallicrafters tombstone.
